About $2,000 
a year was appropriated and known 
as a contingent fund. From this bills 
for stationery, printing, ete, were 
paid.

Usually there 
were no traveling expenses for the 
President, as he traveled complimen- 
tarily. The act of March 4, 1907, pro- 
vided for an annual appropriation of 
$25,000 for traveling expenses for the 
President.
